THE CITY BUDGET. 

The Finance Committee of the City Coun- 
cil have completed their report of the proba- 
ble and possible appropriations for the year 
1881. lt will be remembered that estimates 
are made by the several heads of depart- 
ments, which are passed on hy the Con- 
troller, and again by the Finance Committee. 
The total of expenditures advised by the Con- 
troller was $4,660,352, and by the Committee 
$4,683,613. Under the law the limit of taxa- 
uon for ordinary city purposes is 2 per cent 
on the valuation of taxable property in the 
city. At the most, this levy of 2 per cent 
can only produce $2,342,673; but-from this as 
an available asset must be deducted 5 per 
cent for taxes not collected, leaving the avail- 
able revenue of the city from the 2 per cent 
tax only $2,225,539. Under the law the ex- 
penditures for school purposes are outside 
the ordinary expenses of the City Goverm 
ment, and therefore are provided for by a 
special tax, The sum asked by the School 
Board was $1,132,904, which the Finance 
Committee eut down to $1,087,904. In the 
same way, the law authorizes an additional 
levy to pay the interest on the public debt. 
As the full sum of this interest has to be 
raised, the levy includes a sum to cover the 
5 per cent loss from non-collections. The 
total levy, therefore, will be for the following 
purposes: 


The 2 per cent tax 
Tax for schools 


Total taxllevy 

From this, as a matter of actual revenue, 
must be deducted 5 per cent for taxes not 
collected. 

The list of appropriations recommended by 
the Finance Committee foots up an aggregate 
of $4,683,616. To meet this deficiency the 
Council appropriates the revenue from mis- 
cellaneous sources and something from the 
eash in the City Treasury. 

The total appropriations and their purpose, 
as recommended by the Controller and the 
Finance Committee, respectively, are thus 
presented comparatively :

finally, in 1880, it was wholly and, it is to 
be hoped, forever abandoned. As. under 
the law the taxes for one year cannot 
be collected until after that year has wholly 
passed, the city must, therefore, have enough 
money on hand to carry it ow, or it must re- 
sort to the disgraceful, disreputable, and 
really legal issue of city scrip. There has 
been in the City Treasury, and is now, enough 
money belonging to the General Fund, the 
accumulations of past economy and savings, 
to enable the Controller to pay the semi-an- 
nual interest and all other current expenses 
without going on the street to peddie city 
scrip illegally. 

The city, therefore, is now in the con- 
dition of a man just recovered from an ill- 
ness which had taken him to death’s door, 
and who is just able to walk alone. Shall he 
return to former recklesness and wasteful 
expenditure of strength, or, by continuing the 
judicious care which has saved him from a 
fatal collapse, reéstablish his health perma- 
nently? There is, of course, a faction in the 
City Council which will seek to squander the 
cash in the Treasury, and which will endeavor 
to have every dollar of it expended, and 
force the city back into the old, ruinous, and 
costly policy. To be compelled to borrow 
money to pay the interest on the city debt 
was equal for many years to adding nearly 1 
per cent to the annual interest on that debt, 
and the effort to carry on the City Govern- 
ment by means of scrip cost the city nearly 
a quarter of a million of dollars annually 
more than would have been needed if cash 
were employed. The city has now reached a 
cash-paying basis, and the Finance Commit- 
tee implore that the fund held for that pur- 
pose shall not be depleted by the City Coun- 
cil. In that recommendation all Chicago 
outside the City Council will cordially unite. 

The Committee wisely recommend that the 
Water Department be separated from that of 
Public Works, and that it, as well as the 
office of City Collector, be placed under the 
responsible charge of the Controller. 

The Committee report that they have made 
arrangements for sufficient room in the Ex- 
position Building for two firecompanies, thus 
avoiding the purchase of two additional sites 


and the erection of two additional buildings. 


The Committee also direct attention to the 
fact that the city now pays annually $65,000 
tor the collection of the city taxes, when, 
under another arrangement, the same work 
might be done for one-third that cost. 

Included in the appropriations récom- 
mended is one of an additional $100,000 for 
the construction of pumps at the canal; with 
this appropriation there certainly can be no 
apology for any further delay in that work. 

The City Couneil have yet to pass on this 
report. The best thing they can do is to take 
it up and adopt it asa whole, thus avoiding 
a great waste of time and of wind, 
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STRICT INSPECTION OF GRAIN. 

The resignation of the Chief Iuspector of 
Grain in Milwaukee, after aterm of service 
of nearly twenty years, has been already 
reported. Towards the close of last week it 
was rumored that the reason for his resigna- 
tion was a much more important one than at 
first supposed. The reason is alleged to be 
insuperable difficulties in regard to the con- 
duct of the inspection in that city. Itis 
claimed that, under pressure from parties 
anxious to do a larger business as receivers 
of wheat from the country, the quality of cer- 
tain grades has been reduced, till it is now 
not so good as it ought to be. To put the 
case plalnly, as stated, some shippers have 
recently discriminated against Milwankee 
wheat on the ground ot inferior quality. 
The Inspector has wanted to keep up the 
grades, but has been unable to do so; and 
still the receivers press and press to have 
grain admitted which is not equal even to 
the reduced quality of the grades. The of- 
ficial saw no way of escape from the dilema 
except by summarily resigning the responsi- 
bilities of his anomajous position. 

Whether or not the facts be exactly as al- 
leged, the matter is one of especial impor- 
tance at this time, as the grain-jnspection 
system of Chicago is now in process of official 
investigation.—all the more so as the Mil- 
waukee inspection has been several times re- 
ferred to by the witnesses examined at Spring- 
field. Outside of the allegations of personal 
“indiscretion”’ on the part of Commission- 
ers and (some) Inspectors, the chief point 
made is, that our grading has been too high 
to be just to the country shipper, and proof 
furnished by reference to tne fact that cer- 
tain parcels of grain have been graded high- 
er in that city than here, Of course 
this chiefly apolies to wheat, which is 
the great staple in the grain trade of Mil- 
waukee. We believe it is generally admit- 
ted that such a ralsing of grade has often 
occurred as a consequence of transportation 
from this-point to our neighbor, eighty miles 
farther north. Theclaim that such inspec- 
tion. must give a lower actual value toa 
named grade there was answered by the 
statement that Milwaukee inspection was 
“elastic,” and compensated for the one by 
greater rigor in the grading of wheat there 
which did not come from competing areas. 
It is now conceded that the result of this 
policy has heen an actual lowering of grades, 
and that to a point where they will not bear 
comparison with those of Chicago, except at 
a disadvantage. It is due to the retiring In- 
spector to say that parties in the trade 
here do not blame him in the matter, save 
for lack of backbone. In other words, they 
believe that he has only yielded to such a 
pressure as is now sought to be brought to 
bear upon our Inspectors,—a pressure of and 
by receivers, which would be irresistible if 
the officials were under their control, as has 
been the case in Milwaukee. 

.Whatever may be said about the injustice 
of a State system of inspection, and the inev- 
itable tendency to let polities dictate appoint- 
ments under such a system, there is one 
thing certain: mothing more is gained in the 
long run by letting down the quality of an 
article than is gained by reducing the quanti- 
ty. When it once becomes known that wheat 
which is called No. 2 is inferior to the wheat 
that was called No: 2 some time ago, it will 


nomore command the same price from the 


consumer than if it were sold by the bushel 
of fifty pounds instead of the bushel of sixty 
pounds asit is now. Andit is impossible, 
in the very nature of things, that the quality 
of a grade of grain can be maintained if ail 
the grain goes into it which is claimed by the 
holders to be equal to that grade. There 
must be a line somewhere, and it should be 
Strictly adhered to. We may even add that 
the line would be much better placed 
a little too high than as much too 
low, since it is well known that a 
good article will always ¢ommand the 
best going prices. Above all, there should 
be no tampering with grades. A set of 
standards once established, unless notorious- 
ly impracticable, should be rigidly adhered 
to. Country shippers would soon learn to 
accommodate themselves thereto, and buyers 
at a distance would feel and exhibit a conf- 
dence impossible where change was per- 
mitted. The lesson studied and taught by 
our neighbor should be well considered by 
the grain trade of Chicago. The City of 
Milwaukee held a commanding position in 
the wheat trade of the world up to a coupie 
of years ago by virtue of an inflexible in-

The Quarterly Revew reterred to it 
as “the foulest and most Jangerous combi- 
nation of recent times; tie London Times 
alluded to Cobden aml John Bright 
as “capéring mercenarks,” “incendiary 
claptraps,” and “ peripatetic orators puffing 
themselves into easy poptiarity by second- 
hand arguments.” In the all of 1842 there 
were furious riots gotten up by English 
mill-operatives, and, still later in the season, 
hayricks were burned down tu many of the 
southern and midland shires of England. 
The Anti-Corn Law Leagte was charged 
with promoting these outréges, just as the 
Land League is charged nowadays with 
promoting the outrages ix Ireland. The 
ruling classes,” adds the werk from which we 
are quoting, “ were anxious t almost any cost 
to destroy Cobden,” just as the Irish land- 
lord classes are anxious nowadays to de- 
stroy Parnell.

concluded with Russia at St. Petersburg by 
the Marquis Tseng. That diplomat appears 
not only to have seaside the miserable work 
of his predecessor} Chung How, who was a 
weak and inexperie man,and who would 
have lost his head But for the resolute iuter- 
ference of some of the Powers, but to have 
effected a settlement which is decidedly in 
the interest of China. He has secured not 
only all that his Government demanded, but 
@nsiderable more The principal demand 
of China was fof the retrocession of the 
Province of Kuldjh, and the demand was a 
just one, as Russia, under pretext of keeping 
peace among the Turcomans and of protect- 
ing her own provinces, seized Kuldja, with 
the understanding that the occupation would 
be temporary, and ‘that at the proper time it 
would be handed back again. The proper 
time, however, seemed never to come, and the 
Chinese, tired of waiting for it, mustered 
their armies and resolutely prepared to take 
it. Induced to euter Into diplomatic negotia- 
tion, China has made the surrender of this 
Province a sine qua non of her very cunning 
and astute diplomacy. Her first Ambassador 
was a weak man, but could hardly be called 
dishonest, though he allowed the Russians

to get the better of him, and to wheedle him 


into the acceptance of a treaty so grossly un- 
fair that his Government tore it into tatters 
and pretty nearly chopped off the wretched 
Chung How’s head for making it. His suc- 
cessor, the Marquis Tseng, has done better, 
for he has compelled Russia to admit the jus- 
tice of the claim of his Government, and the 
whole of the Province of Kuldja will be re- 
turned, with the exception of a small district 
in the northwestern part of it, comprising 


only one-twentieth of the area of the whole. 


More 
than this, the Marquis Tseng not only 
has secured the return of the Province, 
but China will receive it free of the 
immense indemnity which Russia claimed, 
and will only pay to her a small sum as an 
act of friendship. 

Certain important conditions relative to 
trade were also specified in Chung How’s 
treaty which gave Russia an immense ad- 
vantage. The Marquis Tseng has blotted 
these out and secured fresh ones, which 
make a fairer division of trade between the 
two countries and remove one source of dan- 
ger, for whereas Chung How’s treaty would 
have given Russia trading ports with 
fortresses and garrisons that would have 
been tantamount to sd many strategical 
points and bases of communication in case 
of war, the Marquis Tseng has succeeded 
in granting trade concessions Which have 
no military bearing at all. From every point 
of view. it would seem that China has the 
best of the bargain. As Russia has accepted | 
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that the Pekin Government will be certain to 


accept them, it may be assumed as certain 


that there is no danger of war, not only at 
present, but for a long time to come, 

The credit for this treaty of peace does 
not belong altogether to the Marquis 
of Tseng, but in large part to Gen. Grant. 
When he was in China the whole country 


world, the Chinese Prime Minister consulted 
him for advice. He showed the Prime Min- 
ister the folly of going to war with Russia, 
how mighty the Muscovite power was, and 
how easily it would swoop down apon China 
by land and by sea. His advice was taken. 
Tne we feeling died out, and the Govern- 
ment entered upon the more pacific policy 
of negotiation, with what results has 
already been shown, The same friendly 
service was also done for Japan in 
the Corea complication, and by his friendly 
and sensible suggestions he prevented her 
from plunging into @ war with China, in 
which, of course, China would have been 
successful, though it might have involved a 
severe contest and great expense at the very 
time when she was in trouble with Russia. 

However satisfactory the relations of China 
and Russia may de under the new treaty, 
they are not regarded with much compla- 
cency in England. The London Spectator is 
alarmed: first, because the war party still 
has the ascendency, and, second, because 
China now will be free to give her attention 
to matters in which England is concerned, 
and especially to the opium question, which 
has always been a sore spot in the eyes of 
the Chinese authorities.

/ THE RIVER-PUMPS. 

We have received a letter strongly urging 
the adoption by the State and city of the 
plan to build an enormous sewer connect- 
ing the South Branch of the Chicago River 
with the Illinois River, and thus provide 
unfailing drainage for this city. This sewer 
or underground river would be constructed 
alongside of and sometimes under the canal 
and the Desplaines River, and its projectors 
claim for it that it is the only permanent 
means whereby the Chicago River can be re- 
neved. 

The fact is the evil is already one that de- 
mands prompt relief. The City of Chicago 
is not alone interested. The people along 
the Lilinoig River are as great sufferers as 
are those ofthis city. Any meré sewer to 
drain the sewage of this city into the Lilinois 
River would meet with instant and most de- 
termined oppesition and resistance from the 
people of the whole State. The plan proposed 
is nothing more tham toextend our sewers 
from Chicago to the I 
drainage of the Chicago 
tion would only be toler 
drainage was accompanied, ted, and ren- 
dered free of odor and poison by an im- 
mense body of the pure water of Lake Michi- 
gan. No mere sewer could carry a volume 
of water sufficient for any such purpose. 
The present flow of water from our river 
into the canal (when free from ice) is not in 
excess of 20,000 cubic feet per minute, and 
this is wholly insufficient to purify the water 
of the river. It will requirea continuous 
flow of water equal to 40,000 cubie feet per 
minute to render the drainage inoffensive 
when it reaches Joliet. 

The capacity of the canal at present is 
equal to any demand that can be made of it 
in the way of carrying water. The present 
level of the water in the canal is the level of 
the Chicago River. An increase of the water 
in the canal to a level six or seven feet above 
that of thé Chicago River would give it 
all the benefit and advantages in point 
of depth that can ever be obtained by carry- 
ing out the original plan of lowering that 
canal to the depth of the Chicago River. To 
putin a lock at the junction of the canal and 
river and pump water into the canal to a 
hight six feet above the present water-level 
would enable the canal to carry off 60,000 
cubic feet of water per minute. This is not 
conjectural nor experimental; it was done 
for many years, and the work was inex- 
pensive, 

To put in these pumps would in forty- 
eight hours enable a clear stream of pure 
water to flow from Lake Michigan through 
the Chicago River, the canal, and the Lilinois 
River; and a moderate continuance of the 
pumps would make this the permanent con- 
dition of the entire water-way. With this 
great evil demanding immediate relief, with 
this remedy so easily applied and so certain 
in its effects, it is idle to sit down, as Mayor 
Harrison does, and talk about the construc-

THE CONSTANTINOPLE CONFERENCE. 

The aspect of the Greco-Turkish question 
is more pacific in its outlook, and it looks 
now as if the forthcoming conference at 
Constantinople might settle it without a 
general war. The consent of Prince Bis- 
marck to preside at and conduct the de- 
liberations is hopeful, for, as he has 
stated on more than one occasion recently, 
and has been- confirmed by the recent speech 
of the Emperor, the desire of Germany is for 
peace, because, as was not stated, she is not 
yet ready for war. The policy of France, as 
is well known, is pacific, so much so that she 
has ‘abandoned her former position as the 
champion of Greece, and has officially an- 
nounced that she will take nbd part in à foreiſ- 
ble coercion of Turkey. England resolutely 
maintains her old attitude of taking no step 
except in concert with the other Powers. 
Sir Charles Dilke, in reply to a recent inter- 
rogation, explained the form which negotia- 


tions are to take, and denied that the Govern- 


ment had given any intimation that it would 
help Greece against the Porte, or that it had 
any purpose of doing so. “The trust of the 
Government is in the maintenance of 
the concert between the European Powers. 
England is not engaged in any isolated 
action. She will move with the rest, but will 
do nothing by herself to force a solution 
which there is still some hope may be at- 
tained by pacific means.” Nor is there any 
danger from Italy, or Russia, or Austria. 
Italy is too weak, Russia is too much occu- 
pied with internal troubles, and Austria, of 
course, will second Germany. Both Turkey 
and Greece also are growing more pacific. 
Turkey has been plunged into fresh financial 
difficulties of a dangerous sort, and cannot 
afford a warif she can avoid it. Greece is 
also in financial troubles, and cannot get her 
loans placed; and besides that begins to have 
misgivings about the attitude of the Powers 
in case of war. 

Meanwhile, the Porte continues its wary 
and non-committal policy. When questioned 
recently by the English Ambassador how 


| far it would go in order to meet the demands 


of Greece, it replied that it was impossible 
to define in advance the maximum of the 
concessions it might be disposed to make, 
since that could only be established through 
the negotiations with the Ambassadors, and 
in this view it is supported by Germany and 
Austria. The Porte has successfully re- 
sisted every individual effort of the Powers 
to sound it as to its intentions; and the only 
action it will recognize is that of the Powers 
in concert. The London Times, comment- 
ing on the situation, says:

That the agreement of the Powers will re- 
main intact now seems apparent, and it 
equally seems apparent that they will reach 
some compromise between the demands of 
Greece and the concessions which Turkey is 
prepared to make that Turkey will hold 
herself bound by. The situation, therefore, 
hinges upon the attitude of Greece after the 
Powers have arrived at a decision, and. 
whether she will consent to accept less than 
has been specified in the Treaty of Berlin. 
After the Powers have delivered their decis- 
ion they, of course, will not recede from it. 
If Greece is dissatisfied with it and refuses to 
accept it, she must act for herself, and of 
course will alienate the sympathies of the 
Powers and all hope ofassistance from them. 
She must make war upon Turkey alone, and, 
as she is much the weaker Power, she must 
inevitably get the worst of It, and at the close 
of such a war find herself Infinitly worse off 
than she is now. The wiser policy for her 
to pursue would be to accept the decision of 
the Powers, and, if she can’t get the whole 
loaf, take half, and retain the respect and 
sympathies of Europe.

A Dearth of News from the Home of the 
President-Eleet—Judge Folger Said to 
Bo Visiting Gen. Garficid—Gossip Con- 
cerning Senator Conkling’s Late Visit.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 19.—There is a dearth of 
news from Mentor to-day. Mrs. Garfield, with 
Maj. Swain, came to this eity on the morning 
train to do some shopping. A gentleman who 
arrived from New York this afternoon asserts 
that Judge Folger, of New York, was on the 
same train, and stopped off at Mentor. The 
gentioman is positive it was the Judge. It this 
report be true the Treasury portfolio is in all 
probability settied. Folger is a strong adher- 
ent of Oonkiing, and his visit so soon following 
the Senator's would seem to point to an under- 
standing between them. Gov. Murray, of Utah, 
left this evening for Louisville. 

The object of his visit to Mentor was to in- 
form Gen. Garfield of the true state of the Mor- 
mon question. The General was anxious to 
learn just how matters are in Utah, and it is 
probabie that before the Governor returns to 
his Western home he will again’ visit Gen. Gar- 
field at Washington and more fully confer as to 
what should be done to check the gigantic evil. 
The General was much interested in what Gov. 
Murray had to say, and interposed many objec- 
tious to obtain the bottom facts in the case. 

The citizens of Mentor, Paynesville, and other 
places in the vicinity of Gen. Garfield's home 
are arranging for a farewell reception to the 
latter just as he is about to leave for Washing- 
ton. This will probably be March 1. 

ANOTHER DISPATCH.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 19.—Judging from what

WAIVED EXAMINATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 19-—Atan early hour 
this morning people commeneed crowding into 
Winchester with the intention of overpowering 
the Porter Rifles and Kock City Guards and 
lynching John Poe and Cicero Poe, accused of 
murdering K. R. Baker. At9o'’clock the coun- 
sel for the prisoners, in order to more surely 
protect their clients from the infuriated citi- 
zens, waived further examination, and the ac- 
cused were committed to the custedy of tne 
military to be taken to Nashville for safe keep- 
ing and kept there until the case was called at 
the next term of the regular court or at a spa- 
cial court. The proceadimgs were concluded 
before people were aware of the transaction, 
and the prisoners were placed in charge 
of the troops, who immediately started to the 
depot with their charge. Then it was ugly. Two 
orthree buudred people followed them to the 
depot, threatening vengeance and urging Baker, 
the father of the murdered man, to make a 
start. Appeals were made to Make a rush!” 
“Go ahead and kill them!“ and other such ex- 
pressions. The Sheriff was cool, and the sol- 
diers, firm and undaunted, kept back the mob, 
who followed at a distance of ten feet armed 
with guns, pistols, and rifles, and shouting 
vociferously all the while. Upon reaching the 
depot a line was formed around the plat- 
form, and no one permitted to come 
on it. In the meantime, Baker, father of 
deceased, was reasoned and expostulated with, 
and invited to accompany the men to Nashville. 
He made the excited crowd a speech, and as- 
sured them he was satisfied. This had a ten- 
dency to allay the excitement. A bridge having 
broken down south of Winchester caused a de- 
lay of the train on which the troops were to go, 
the soldiers were forced to march to Decherd, 
tbree miles distant. The prisoners were kept in 
front and the mob in the rearat the point of the 
bayonet, the guaids being made to walk back- 
ward to prevent the crowd from closing in 
upen them. One or two attempts were 
made by members of m to break 
through the line, but were repelled bya threat of 
death / Two hundred of the mob followed to the 
trestie-work, a mile from Winchester, and then 
gradually drop of. About fifty kept up with 
the soldiers and remained at Decherd two hours.

The military 
reached here this afternoon and lodged the 
prisoners in jail.

A HARD GANG.

Geneva, III., Feb. 19.—The trial of William 

Crawford, for burglary, ended yesterday in the 
Circuit Court, and the prisoner was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment in the State Peni- 
tentiary for a term of five years. When 
arraigned for trial Crawford pleaded not 
guilty, but, as the case proceeded, he discovered 
that conviction was inevitable, and asked leave 
to ollange his plea, thereby reducing his sen- 
tence, which would probably have been for ten 
or fifteen years. The circumstances of 
the crime. are these : Last Sep- 
tember Crawford and one McCoy were 


confined in the De Kalb County Jail at Syca- 
more, and the former was released on a writ of 
habeas corpus. Heat once went to Chicago, 
and there met an accomplice tu crime, Peter 
O'Brien, with whom he laid a plan for the libera- 
tion of Coy. Returning with O’Brien 
to Sycamore, he reveaied bis pian to McCoy 
through the window-yrating. The prisuner 
told his pais not to bother with him, ashe and 
his fellow- prisoners had perfected a plan for the 
wholesale delivery of the jail and would soon 
be prepared to put it in execution. He advised 
Crawford and O’Brien to make a raid on the 
town that night. The next morning seven bur- 
giaries were reported to the police of Sycamore. 
As the appearance of the two villains bad deen 
noticed, suspicion was immediately centered on 
them, and the two were soon captured in Chi- 
cago.

The reports of east-bound-freight shipments 
show a serious failing off during the past week. 
The total shipments for the week ending Feb. 
19 amounted to 46,180 tons, against 49,449 tons 
the week previous, a decrease of 3,269 tons. As 
the stetement of shipments for the week ending 
Feb. 12 showed a decrease of 1,721 tons, it will be 
seen that during the last two weeks they have 
fallen of nearly 5,000 tons. The railroads claim 
that this decrense is principally due to the fact 
that the weather during the last two weeks 
has been unusually severe, and busi- 
ness very much. This, however, is hardly the 


snow-storms did not extend very far 
east.

The landlady herself had always been healthy 
until she came here, since which time she had suf- 
fered with a peculiar soreness and smarting of 
her throat, a feeling that entirely — 
during her absence last year, which immediately 
returned upon her resuming her duties at home. 

The same experience had been the rule with 
all the occupants,—some twenty-eight in num- 
ber. They bad all complained bitterly, but be- 
cause of some unexplainable force they were 
induced to remain. 

It should be stated that none of the stationary 
basins the wastes of which enter the soil-pipe 
are trapped, andin these ak ae rooms the 
odors are at times absolutely stifling. 

The odors not only emanated here, but 
from the tile in the basement they are carried 
to the upper floors through the box covering the 
soll- pipe, and through the various dividing walis 
to escape beneath the board throughout the 
severai rooms. 

Pointedly, there is no other one piace in Chi- 
cago where the Health Commissioner could bet- 
ter make the attempt to enforce the revised or- 
dinance bearing upon this subject than here.

EXPLANATORY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CCA, Feb. 19.—My attening was called to 
an article in this evening's News in regard to a 
case of smali-pox in the building corner of Mad- 
ison and Halsted streets, jwhich states that 
“Last night about 8 o'clock the authorities 
found a woman, Ellen Morrison, in the public 
hallway of a building corner of Madison and 
Haisted streets, suffe with a bad case 0 
smali-pox. hen Officer Merki arrived he 
found the poor woman iting on the window- 
seat at the end of the hall, while all through the 
building, in front of each door, was a little fire 
of sulphur. which cast lurid lights and filled 
building with almost stifling fumes.” 

The tacts are, the authorities had nothing to 
do with finding her, as the writer met the woman 
on the stairs and reported it to Dr. John T. Gray, 


who telephoned to the Health Office and kept 


the woman there until one of the Health Officers 
arrived. As regards the little fires of sulphur 
at each door, there was only one fire. The Doo- 
tor procured some sulphur and burned it in a 
fire-shovel, and, I suppose, did nat .know it was 
against the rules to fumigate after small-pox or 
that it would be commented on thro the 
newspapers. Had the Health Officer as 
careful in regard to the case it would probably 
be better for the publie. He procured an express 
wagon to take the woman away. She and 
the driver occupied the seat, while the 
Health Officer sat at the back of the 
wagon. Mr. Mintlin (the expressman) hauled her 
down, and was not aware of it being a case of 
small-pox until he returned to his stand, on the 
corner of Madison aud Halsted streets, the 
Health Officer: not mentioning it to him. Now 
Mr. Mintlin basa wife and seven children, yet 
the Health Officer would let him baul a smali- pox 
patient over a mile, and not even hint to im 
that it was con and had he not come up 
in the buil and been thoroughly fumigated 
over the “many” little sulphur fires, ail on one 
shovel, there would probably have been a tew 
more cases of small- box to report in the course 
of a week. This is not written to cast any re- 
flections on Dr. De Wolf, but that employés of 
the Health Office should be more careful in 
future,—a little more conspicuous in some Ways,

Itremained a dead letter up to April 1, 
188, because the Council had negiected to make 
au appropriation to pay the Inspectors. This 
ordinance had been gotten up by T. J. Morga 
in imitation of the British Parliamentary law o 
1878, and wasa glittering generality, having no 
practical effect on account of the division of 
powers and functions among the different do- 
partments of the City Government. 

Borgen werked out, with the hélp.of one of 
the tory Inspectors, a new ordinance, the 
main points of which are these: Air-space for 
wo ventilation, drainage, plumbing, safety 
of machinery and elevators, fire-esca exits, 
etc. It requires the monthly inspection of every 
Place of mney ment, and a written report 
88 to Health Commissioner.

Climbing Onimberase=- Mr. Edward 
Whymper“ Account of His Ascent 
20,000 Feet Above the Sea Level. 

Pall Mali 
Mr. Edward Whymper, if his lecture last night 
to the members of the Aloine Club on the ascents 
of Chimborazo and Cotopaxi, stated that he took 
with him from home two well-known Swies 
ides, Jean Antoine Carrel and Louis Carrel, 
rom the Vue Tournanobeé. The hight of Chim- 

borazo, which he ascended first, was about 20,000 

feet, and up to that time OD one, so far as be 

could learn, bad ascended higher than from 17,000 

to 18,000 feet. He had to provide his own food, 

about two tons of the most portabie condensed 
provisions being sent out in tins for the expedi- 
tion. His ascentof the mountain began on the 

234 of December, 1879. The first camp being 

pitched about 15,000 above the level of the 

sea, they afterward aseended to a hight 
of 1650 feet, where they placed pro- 
visions enough for three weeks, and fuel 
enough for several d water 2 obtained 
by melt snow. t that hight be became 
feverish, and was unable to satisfy 

the craving for drink, added to which he had a 

bad headache and a gaspme when he was 

swallow! Under these circumstances 
he used with great beuefit:¢hiorate of potash, 
which he had obtained by the advice ot Dr. 

Marcet before starting. camp was near a 

rock of trachyte, which rose to about 18,800 feet, 

there — on the east side of the ridge a con- 
epicuous glacier, entirely fed by the ice which 
fell trom above, When they occupied a new 
camping penne, about 17,400 feet high, his health 
improved, On the 2d of January, 1880, an at- 
tempt was made to reach the summit, but owing 
to an intensely cold wind they were obliged to 
Hy back to the camp.

GAVAZZI. 


The Object of His Third Visit to 
This Country. 


His Labors for the Cause of Religious 
Freedom in Italy. 


Alesandro Gavazzi, the celebrated Italian 
patriot, orator, and evangelist, arrived in the 
city yesterday morning and secured quarters at 
the Palmer House. In the evening a reporter 
for Taz Tus called on him and had a pleas- 
ant hour’s conversation on the objects of his vis- 
it, and his projects and opinions at home. The 
evangelist is a remarkable man in his persoual 
appearance, and would strike even the casual 
observer as a man to be looked at twice. Hehas 
an intellectual, benign, and even apostolic face, 
beaming with earnestness and a wonder- 
ful magnetic power. His short 
side whiskers and long, flow ‘ng 
hair are gray with bis 72 years, but his eyebrows 
are still black, and his eyes are undimmed. He 
is a man withasturdy form, fully the average 
bight, appeag to still retain the active pos- 
session of wonderful physical and mental pow- 
ers. He speaks broken English with a peculiar 
halting motion, and is as full of vivacioas 
gestures of face and hands as the youngest 
Italian. During the conversation he alluded to 
his remembranee of the older Italy as compared 
with the country of Garibaldi to-day.. Gavazzi 
was a monk of the Order of Barnabites. Leay- 
ing them and embracing Protestantism,—new to 
Italy.—he was arrested and 

HELD A PRISONER FOR SOME TIME. 
After the downfall of the Republic, in whose 
formation he had taken no mean he 
refuge in England, and esta the Italian 
Chapel in London. Since 1871, when Italy has 
begun to see freer days, Gavazzi has devoted 
— . to the advocacy of freedom in religious 

civil life, and to evangelization of his 
countrymen. 

The object of his visit to this country, he said, 
was to pave the way for a systematic appeal to 
America to aid bim and the Evangel italian 
Church in presenting to the peuple the truths of 
their religion. He proposes to make a tour of 
the —— nw cities, and will be followed by an 
accredited agent who will establish regular and 
systematic bureaus of collections. In replying 
to a question as to

Stocks opened with a continuance of the down- 
ward movement that begun the afternoon be- 
fore. Floods of discouraging dispatches poured 
into Chicago, the result of which was that Chi- 
cago operators bought about twice as many 
stocks as they sold. One New York bank was 
reported to have accumulated $4,000,000 in legal- 
tenders with which to take up its circulation in 
case the 8 percent Funding Dill passed. An- 
other dispatch reported the rumor that

Garrett had obtained control of the Reading 
was denied. With aii this pressure of rumors 
there was very littie pressure of stock, and the 
decline in quotations was at no time serious. 
The raid was severe enough to make it likely 
that the attempt to depress prices will be re- 
repeated. If this is the case, the market will 
probably be unsettied for several days. Some 
of the best operators are calculating upon a 
more active speculation in stocks during the next 
four months than bas ever been seen in this 
country, provided the 3 per cent bill passes, 
and there is no catastrophe. As to the proba- 
bility of floating a 8 per cent bond, the 
balance of opinion inclines in its favor. Chi- 
cago dealers in securities report constant in- 
quiries for the 3 per cents. A United States 
Sper cent will sell bigher than a Chicago ( por 
cent, now worth 102@108, just as a Government 
4 per cent selle higher than the Chicago ö per 
cents quoted at 108.

A RETIRED CRITIC ON KEENE. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.~I have been greatly grati- 
fied this week at the attention bestowed in the 
columns of the press of Chicago upon the en- 
gagement of Keene at the Grand Opera- House. 
The critics seem to have discovered, along with 
the public, that Keene is an episode in dramatic 
experience; that he is worth watching and look- 
ing after closely. And he is worth it. Hereisa 
man with an vbject in life. All of a sudden 
he has woke up and determined 
to do something for himself and 
for the legitimate drama, and it is easy to see 
that de is tremendously in earnest about it. It 
is this earnestness, and the abie-bodied virility 
underlying it, that compel attention in the case 
of Keene. I remember some other very capable 
actors who made a start in the same direc- 
tion, but they failed to “get there.“ The career 
of Frank Mayo is a casein point. Ten years 
ago he was as likely a candidate for fame and 
fortune in the domain of the legitimate as you 
eould have named at that time, and he made a 
most excellent beginning. His Hamlet was full 
of merit, his iticheliew strong and well conceived, 
his lago second to that of no American actor 
now living. Aud yet he didn’t succeed in the le- 
gitimate. It was an experiment, and he ac- 
apg Spe oF eng a t much confidence in 

; he acted (not in the stage sense) as though he 
hadn't. So he tailed, and to make a liv bad 
to switch off unto “Streets of New York” and 
Davy Crockett.“ On the contrary, Keene 
seems not to have the slightest 
doubt of ultimate and entire sacvess; 
everything about his stage work declares that 
bere is a man who has come to stay. To be sure,

Any one expecting to find perfection in Keene 
willbe disappointed, but there is that in his 
performances, in spite of the defects, which ex- 
cites interest and repays study. A better sub- 
ject for caretul conscientious criticiém has 
not presented itself in Chicago for a good man 
years Many of his methods are new, manyjoft his 
conceits refreshingly original and novel, and his 
intelligence in all that be does is beyond di- 
pute. What he pussesses in an eminent degree is 
natural force and inherent power, mental as 
well as physical; what he lacks is tnat nice fin- 
ish in detail and that absolute repose which can 
only come with 1 and study. What he 
needs to avoid is mistaking of his present 
popularity for unqualified approval, He is 
strong with the ple because the ple like 
strong men on stage, but he will . 
still when some of the present rough spots jn his 
art shall have been worn smooth by the friction 
of painstaking effort to improve.

First, let me say that I was Invited to lecture 
at Boston, without any restriction be put 
upon my subject or the views I should express. 
I supposed | was going toa free platform. My 
subject and my views were known to the Com- 
mittee long before I lectured, and, if they bad 
given me a hint that either would be unwel- 
come, I should bave shrunk from presenting 
them. Dr. Gordon's apology to the Boston pub- 
lic for having invited me was, therefore, scarcely 
courteous. A large part of your article goes to 
show that [am not of the same views with Mr. 
Joseph Cook and some others; but did you ever 
twink that truth does not reside in human dicta 
and argument is not found in human authority? 
Mr. Cook is an eloquent and grand man; but he 
would be 1 ne have either you or me believe 
a proposition because he utters it. We must go 
deeper than men. 

Another mistake of yours is in confounding 
total abstinence (a g thing) with the total 
abstinence system (a very wicked thing). Some 
of the men you quote (e. g., Mr. Frelinghuysen) 
despised the system as much as 1 do, as I have 
known from personal intimacy with them. The 
system denounces all who drink wine, and holds 
them up toa reproach which it never extends 
to the drunkard. The system travesties 
Seripture. The system destroys fundamental 
differences, and so perverts the human reason 
and conscience. The system is not the mere ab- 
staining from intoxicating drinks, as you make 
itout. You laugh at the comicality of my no- 
cusing the teetotal crusade as demoralizing 
One of the saddest features of this demoralizu- 
tion is that good men, like yourself, overtook all 
the evils that the fanaticism is doing, and treat 
earnest appeals to God's Word against it witn 
merriment, or else with the other extreme of 
anger. The publication society to which you be- 
long is daily iesn ing false Scriptures, which you 
know to be talse, und yet you are willing it 
should beso. “J. N. H.,“ in the Christian at 
Work, after copying. your article from the Inde- 
pendent, adds: Touch not, taste not, handle 
not,’ is the only safe motto, and oue which the 
Christian at Work most heartily indorses.” J. 
N. H.” will thus abuse a Scripture text, making 
it mean the oposit of the Apostie’s intention. In 
this way you, good meu. have learned to twist and 
injure God’s Holy Word,—that Word which, taken 
as it realiy is, destroys your army of assertion, 
hip and thigh. A system which makes a new ain, 
and then changes Scripture to support the 
forgery, isa demoralizing system, disastrous to 
a true and humbie Christianity. 

You speak of the effortsin which I have en- 
gaged in New York to shut up tile groggeries, 
and say that I promised to shut them up in six 
mooths.

Your compar- 
ison is an unfortunate one. our Society is a 
great one for speeches and fiery assaults on 
moderate men, but I have yet to see that it bas 
done anything to shut ub the groggeries. You 
again mistake the pledge argument alto- 
gether. A pledge in church-membership or iu 
marriage is a contract in which another party 
must have asigu. The pledge in the Teetotal 
Society is a piece of self-dependence. It has 
none of the necessities of a contract. 

I have room for only one other comment. You 
think that my declaration (“moderate drink 
leads to drunkenness is an atrocious dogma”’) 
is extraordinary, dangerous, eto. It is atrocious, 
for it implies that every moderate drinker is on 
the road to drunkenness. It implies that our 
Lord traveled that road. Don't wriggle out of 
that with the foolish two-wine theory. That 
device is threadbare. If you mean by moderate

CHANGE OF VENUE. 


How the Statute Is Abused by 
Counsel for Defendants. 


A Scathing Review of the Petition in 
the Case of Dugan. 


Judge Hawes yesterday afternoon, in the 
Criminal Court, decided the question of whether 
or not he would grant William Dugan, indicted 
for robbery, a change of venue. A few days 
ago the case was called for trial, it will be re- 
membered. ereupon the attorney of the pris- 
oner, Mr. Trude, appeared and announced that 
the State’s Attorney had agreed that it should 
be passed fora few days. Judge Hawes said 
that he knew frothing of any such agreement, 
and refused to pass the case because the wit- 
nesses for the people had been sitting around 
several days waiting for it to be tried. Some 
parleying followed between the Court and coun- 
sel, and a few hours later the necessary affida- 
vits were filed asking for a change of venue on 
account of the prejudice of his Honor, which 
were subscribed to by Daniel Riley and Samuel J. 
Dorgan. The Judge did not regard the affidavits, 
however, as sufficient, and denied that he could 
be prejudiced, because he had never before seen 
the def nt, and quite a collnquy followed as 
to whethe was legally bouad to grant the 
changé, and, furthermore, as to whether or not 
he had a right to send for the aflants and ex- 
amine them as to w they had sworn to. The

In ‘Geciding the question the Judge reviewed 
proceedings in the case at length. hold ing 
that it was impossible for him to have been 
prejudiced, vecause he had never seen the 
prisoner nor beard ~ oe him a he came into 
court for trial, and that — 1 person 
would swear to the — on that any one 
who would was unworthy of belief. 

From this the Court went on to say: 

„When these affidavits were presented I in- 
quired of the prisoner if he knew the parties 
making them, or could give their addresses. He 
stated that he — not. I e the same in- 
quiry ot the a for the defendant. He 
stated in , t he did not know much 
about them, but that they were honest, hard- 
working men, and that he found one of them 
about the County- Building. 

The defendant in filing this petition witb these 
affidavits has complied with @ —— of ~ 
statute, and I am called upon, 2 — 
knowledge of the fact that ny — 12 
tions of both the petition and affidavit ae 
fulse, to decide whetber the defendant is ryged 
entitied toa change of venue or not. Had 
lieved that the application was hqnestly ade 1 
should have granted it at once when the peti- 
tion was filed. 

“Our last Legisiature attempted to amend Sec. 
21 of the act relating to the change of venue, on 
account of prejudice of the presiding Judge. 

Tunis amendment provides that when such +A 
plication is made in Cook County. the Judge 
whom the petition is presented shall cali int Line 
other Ju and they three, after 9 
the subject, shall decide whether the chan 
venue should be awarded or not. Upon a —— 
examination of the statute I was at first in- 
clined to think it could be held constitutional; 
but, upon a more caretul examination of the 
provisions of the Constitution, I am satisfied 
that it cannot. The practice here provided by 
law is special to Cook County, and this provision 
does nut apply to any other county in the State. 


“The amendment, I think, is unconstitutional, 
and must in this case be disregarded. In deter- 
mining this question i must be guided by the 
statute as it stood before the amondment was 
passed. By Sec. 21 it is provided that. when the 
cause for a change of venue is the prejudice vt 
the Judge, the objection shall be accompanied 

by the affidavits of two reputable persons resi- 
dent of the county, and not of kin or counsel of 
petitioner; that they believe.the Judge is 60 
S against the petitioner that he cannot 

uve fair and impartial trial; and 
therefore the Judge shall change the venue of 
suid cause. This section in terms gives the 
Judge no discretion in the matter, but simply 
says that upon compliance with the statute he 
shail change the venue. There would not seem 
to be any authority here given for the . to 
inquire into the truth or falsity of the petition 
or affidavits, or the causes which induced the re- 
spective parties to make the same, This sec- 
non does require the affidavits sball be made by 
reputable persons, but that the presiding Judge 
has any authority under the statute to inquire 
as to the charucter of the aflidavits, and if it 
should appear to bim that they are not reputa- 
bie, deny the motion, is at least doubtful. [am 
not awure that our Supreme Court has directly 
— upon this question, but from the 

imited examination that 1 have had time to 
make since this petition was presented, I am 
satisfied that the tendency of the various decis- 
ions of our Court upon the general subject of 1 
change of venue is awainst such authority.“ 

This was followed in the decision by a long 
list of autborities touching the questions at is- 
sue, conciuding us follows: 

‘From the limited examination of the au- 
thorities that 1 have had time to make while 
running the court, and in view of the fact that 
no specific authority is by ovr statutes given to 
the presiding Judge to make examination or in- 
quiry as to the truth of the petition 
and affidavits tiled in cases like this, 
I am inciined to the opinion that it is my duty 
to grant a change of venue in this case, notwith- 
standing the fact that I know that I bave no 

rejudice whatsoever against the defendant 

ugan, and am fully convinced that these pro- 
ceedings fora change of venue were instituted 
to prevent a trial of the case at the time it was 
reached on the regutur cat!.’ 

The change of venue was granted to Judge 
Baroum, and the case was set for hearing March

mythology, in which some would iden- 
tify the cataclysm dimly recorded with the 
melting of the glaciers. The three sons of 
Borr, grandsons of Buri, the first 
man, Slay Ymir, the father of the ice giants, 
from whose wounds blood flows in such 
abundance that all the race of giants is 
drowned in it except Bergelmir, who saves 
himself, with his wife, in a boat. Again, the 
Lithnanians, whose language is deemed 
nearest to the original Aryan, have a legend 
of catastrophe whose groundwork seems 
very ancient, but in which fire plays the part 
elsewhere assigned to water. According to 
their myth, a god, seeing the earth full of 
iniquity, sends two giants (fire and wind) to 
lay it waste. These overthrew everything in 
their fury, and only one aged and childless 
couple remained in the country. To console 
them the god sent his rainbow, and bade 
them jump “on-the bones of the earth,” 
which recalls the oracle directing the Deuca- 
lion to throw behind him the bones ot the 
earth,’’—to-wit: stones. In this case the two 
old people jumped nine times, and nine pairs 
were the result, who became the ancestors of 
the nine Lithuanian tribes. 

M. Lenormantd wells especially on the strik- 
ing points of resemblance between the ac- 
counts of the deluge in Genesis and the Chal- 
daic recital, of which three copies were dis- 
covered in the library of the palace of Nin- 
eveh. These copies were engraved in the 
eighth century B. C. from a very ancient 
tablet in a sacerdotal library founded by the 
monarchs of the first Chaldean Empire. It 
is considered certain that the date of the 
original goes back at least seventeen cent- 
uries before our era and probably further, 
for there are signs that the old inscription of 
which a transcript was made for the King’s 
collection must itselt have been a reproduc- 
tion of a more ancient manuscript. Weshould 
mention that M. Lenormant has made an in- 
dependent translation of the cylinder texts 
based partly on the version of Smith and 
partly on that of Oppert, but containing much 
original work. The Chaldean narrative is 
long, but its main features can be condensed 
in a few sentences. We are told that a 
man named Khasisatra, dwelling in a town 
on the Euphrates, was warned in a dream, 
by Ea, the fish god, that all life should 
perish by a fidod. Following the directions 
of the deity, the man built a vessel 600 eu- 
bits long and 60 cubits in breadth and 
hight, roofed it, and carefully calked the 
seams: with asphaltum. He then filled it 
with provisions and implements, and caused 
his family and servants, together with do- 
mestic and wild animals, to enter it. At a 
signal from the god he closed the door of his 
floating dwelling, whereupon the rain fell, 
and an inundation broke over the earth. The 
flood continued in full force for six days and 
as many nights, but on the seventh.day the 
rain grew weaker, the waterspouts ceased 
and the vessel grounded on the pest of 
Nizar, a mountain in Armenia. Looking 
forth from his ark, Khasisatra saw that the 
whole of humanity had returned to mud, 
whereupon he “sat down, and the tears 
came over his face.“ At the dawn of the 
seventh day he had lovused a dove, but it 
came back: he next let go a swallow, which 
also found no place to light on, and returned, 
Finally he loosed a raven, which, spying the 
corpses on the water, lighted on them, and 
remained. Soon afterward Khasisatra sent 
forth all that were in the vessel, and offered 
sacrifice to the gods. It is a curious fact that 
a Greek version of the narrative inscribed 
upon the cylinders has come down to us 
from Berosus (third century B. C.), who 
made compilations from the sacred books of 
Babylon. According to Berosus a portion of 
the vessel which had grounded on the mount- 
ains of Armenia was still to be found there 
in his time, and pilgrims were accustomed to 
bring away scrapings of the asphalt with 
which its timbers had been smeared. 

It is now generally admitted that Genesis 
has transmitted to us two different accounts 
of the deluge, the one taken from an Elohist, 
the other from a Jehovist document, which, 
however, are skillfully interwoven by 
last compiler of the Pentateuch. Between 
each of these and the Chaidaic relation there 
are some disagreements of detail. There is a 
variance, for example, as regards the dimen- 
sions of the ark, the proportion of length to 
breadth being stated in Genesis as six to one, 
and on the cuneiform tablet as ten to one. It 
may further be noticed that, in the Biblical 
narrative, not only is the term “ coffer ”’ 
used instead of vessel, but nothing is said 
about Jlaunching the ark, or about a 
pilot; whereas numerous instances men- 
tioned in the Chaidaic sketch show 
it to have been composed amid a 
maritime population. More important 
than such minor variations is the difference 
regarding the duration of the deluge. The 
Nineveh tablets, as we have seen, make the 
flood last six days, after which the waters 
begin to retire. According to the Elohist 
narrative, which has been unraveled from 
the rest of Genesis by Michaelis, Ewald, and 
others, the deluge began about the middle of 
November, and continued for a whole lunar 
year, pluseleven days, although the great 
force ot the water lasted but 150 days. Itis 
certainly a remarkable coincidence that, un- 
der the climatic conditions of Babylonia, the 
autumn rains, with which the level of the 
Euphrates and Tigris rises, begin toward the 
end of November, while the periodical over- 
flow of the rivers occurs in the middle of 
March and culminates at theend of May 
after which time the waters go down a 
reach their lowest point in November. 

According to the chronological system of 
the Jehovist document, which also has been 
segregated from Genesis by Biblical sehol- 
ars, the deluge is announced to Noah only 
seven days beforehand. The waters are at 
their hight for forty days, and decrease dur- 
ing forty more, after which Noah sends out 
three birds, at intervals of seven days, and 
thus it is on the twenty-first day after open- 
ing the window of the ark that he, too, goes 
forth and offers sacrifice. Here the phases of 
the catastrophe seem so obviously calculatea 
on the annual spring overflow of the Eu- 
phrates that M. Lenormant does not hesitate 
to assign the origin of the Jehovist tradition 
to the original home of Abraham's family, 
in Ur, of the Chaldees. It is certainly a curi- 
ous fact that the overflow of the Mesopo- 
tamian rivers lasts, on an average, seventy- 
five days, and that twenty-six days later— 
making 101 in all—the lands which have been 
inundated become once more traversable. 

It may be thought that these coincidences 
with natural phenomena prove too much; 
that they are what we should expect from 
the chronicler of a local inundation rather 
than from a transmitter of faint hints re- 
specting a remote and wide-embracing del- 
uge. But M. Lenormant is of opinion that 
the Biblical narrations, though comprising 
details drawn from later and minor disasters, 
constitute, with the Chaldale inscription, 
three forms of one primitive tradition. Tanis

ANNA OLIVER. 
HER SUCCESS IN BUILDING UP HER CHURCH. 
Miss Anna Oliver, the young lady pastor 
of the Willoughby Avenue Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, in Brooklyn, is much more suc- 
cessful in her ministry than many young 
her age, and her church has become 
most prosperous in its vicinity.

Miss Oliver is about 26 or 27 years old, with 
coal-black eyes, brunet complexion, and 
raven black hair, which falls in glossy curls 
over her shoulder. She brushes her hair 
smoothly beck from her forehead and face, 
and in other respects her toilet is in contrast 
with the fashionable young lady of Madison 

uare.” She dresses in black, usually in 
alpaca, cut to neatly fit her slender figure, 
and the sombre costume is relieved only b 
delicate bits of white ruche at the throat 4 
sleeves. No jewelry, except a black jet pin, 
is worn by the girl-pastor. Her manner is 
that of an earnest religious devotee, and her 
conversation seems unmixed with cant. Her 
siucerity has won her many friends, and 
many veteran Methodists who sit weekly 
under her teachings would not exchange her 
for a Bishop. 

We have put the church and chapel build- 
ings and the land in good condition,” said 
Miss Oliver, in response to a question about 
the temporal condition of her church “ and 
we pay as we 2 The buildi cost $47,500 
to erect, but their present value is hard to 
estimate.

Have you an income from pew-rents ?”’ 

Not a dellar. No pews are rented. Our 
motto is: ‘Have faith in God.’ We believe 
thatif the Lord needs a church, and the 
church does the Lord’s work, He will justas 
— give it the money to meet its current 
expenses as He will give it the Holy Spirit to 
lead its meetings. We do not lieve in 
church fairs, festivals, oyster suppers, neck- 
tie. sociables, leap-year entertainments, 
charades, tableaux, cantatas, wax-works, or 
any other of the numerous projects gotten up 
by other churches in order to meet their ex- 
penses, which turn the Lord's sanctuary into 
a play-house, an eating-saloon, or a house of 
merchandise. Our method of raising maney 
is to ask the people to give it in return for 
the profit they derive from the churéh serv- 
ices. Our only debt is that $13,000, and I am 
— the Lord for the money. I believe 
that He has the money somewhere, and will 
before long give it to us.“ | 

Miss Oliver has overcome obstacles that 
would cause many young women to sit down 
and have a good cry. Her church -was 
stripped of furniture some time after she 
bought it by aman who had a chattel-mort- 
gage upon it, given bya former society. 
Miss Oliver at once decided it was the best 
time to clean the church, and organized a 
scrubbing-brush committee, with herself as 
Chairman. She rolled up her *sieeves and 
went to work with soap and water to clean 
the house. 

A few weeks ago it was necessary te com- 
ply with a promise to some advertisers in an 
annual publication made by the church to 
* a picture of the edifice on the title page. 

t was discovered that there was no engrav- 
ing of the church, and none could be ob- 
tained unless a drawing of the church was 
furnished. Miss Oliver turned artist and 
made atruthtul pen-and-ink sketch ot the 
church, the chapel. and the trees, and so kept 
the promise to the patrons of her enterprise. 
A Western admirer of Miss Oliver’s pluck 
has presented her with a live buffalo from 
the Kansas plains. She has devised a plan 
to make it a source of profit. 

Miss Oliver’s bitterest disappointment was 
in the refusal of the Bishops of the Church 
to ordain her. She has appealed for this rec- 
ognition in vain, but she is met by the answer 
that the law of the Church does not author- 
lze the ordination of women. 

“Tl have made almost every conceivable 
sacrifice,”’ she says, to do what I believe is 
God's will, Brought up in a conservative 
circlein New York City, that held it a dis- 
grace for a woman to work, surrounded with 
the comforts and advantages of ample means, 
and trained in the Episcopal Church, I gave 
up home, friends, and support, went counter 
to prejudices that had become second nature 
to me, worked for several years to constant 
exhaustion, and suffered cold, hunger, and 
loneliness. The things hardest for me to 
bear were laid upon me. For two months 
my own mother did not speak to me. When 
lI entered the house she turned and walked 
away. Whenl sat at the table she did not 
recognize me. I have passed through tor- 
tures to whien the flames of martyrdom 
p ag, be nothing, for they would end in a 

ay.’ 

Miss Oliver’s true name is Anna Olivia 
Suowden. Her critics have often referred to 
the fact that she preaches under an alias. 
Out of respect to her family, who at first 
thought that she disgraced them by public 
speaking, she dropped their name and altered 
hers to Anna Oliver. Some years ago her 
family became reconciled to her, and even 
proud of her, and then wished her to use 
their name; but, having won her way as 
Anna Oliver, she determined to cling to that 
name, which, it is whispered, she has several 
times refused to change. 


TRUE LIGHT OF ASIA. 
EDWIN ARNOLD'S FALSE ASSUMPTIONS, 
Cincinnati Gazette, Feb. 12. 

The third.of the Lane Seminary course of 
popular lectures was delivered last evening 
by Mr. J. T. Perry. The lecturer announced 
his subject as The True Light of Asia,” its 
purpose being to review the connections of 
ethnic tradition with the statements of Script- 
ure, and especially to show that Mr. Edwin 
Arnoid’s Light of Asia was anything but 
a fair picture of original and pre-Christian 
Buddhism. Before analyzing Buddhistic 
history, the lecturer compared the theories of 
Theophilus Gale, Jacob Bryant, and other 
old-time authorities, who believed in a minute 
primitive revelation and in the large and di- 
rect influence of Judaism on heathen creed 
and practice, with the ideas of Max Müller 
and other moderns who hold that religious 
enlightenment was subjective and individual. 
He set forth his reasons for dissenting from 
the extreme of either view. He then quoted 
many traditions of the Old and New Worid, 
to show that the belief in an original para- 
dise, the practice of tree and serpent wor- 
ship, and the many closely parallel deluge 
traditions in countries far apart, justified the 
conclusion that these were not wholly myth- 
ical, but founded on fact. E. B. Tylor, in 
his Early History of Mankind,” though a 
pronounced evolutionist, bears strong testi- 
mony to the historic basis of the-deluge 
legends, while in Egypt the people found the 
floods of the Nile so beneficial that they could 
not believe water to be the source of evil: 
hence, their deluge was one of blood. Com- 
ing to the more especial part of the lecture, 
it was urged thatin India, until after the 
Christian era, neither Krishna-worship or 
Buddhism had attained its present form:

Eli P. Farmer died at his residence, near 
this place, yesterday morning, in his 88th 
year. The deceased was born in Virginia in 
1704, and emigrated to this State soon after 
its admission into the Union. His life has 
been closely identified with the material and 
religious development of the State for 
nearly three score years and ten. 

His profession was that of the ministry, 
but his means of temporal subsistence were 
derived from the farm. In his ministerial 
career he introduced the novel practice of 
giving the people a free gospel, and in all his 
experience, extending over along life, he was 
never known to ask any congregation 
or chureh for a contribution in his 
own behalf. He was a chaplain in the 
late Rebellion, and notwithstanding the hard- 
ships and priv to which he was sub- 
jected (whieh he could have esca by re- 
_ maining at home, as he was nearly 70 years 
old at the breaking out of the War), he uni- 
formly refused to ve any compensation 
from the Government, and so all through the 
long ahd bitter struggle the old man followed 
u army in all struggles and hard- 
shine encountered, endeavoring to strength- 
en the arms and encourage the hearts of the 
brave boys who were fighting for the Union 
by dispensing the everlasting Gospel. 

He was an evangelist of great power, and 
thousands of people all over this State who 
thirty, forty, and even fifty years ago, waited 
upon his nistry, delight to-day in recount- 
ing incidents of his Jife cam p-meeting 
scenes, etc., all of which indicate that he was 
a revivalist of marvelous wer. It is said 
that in the olden time quite frequently the 
pap eeteee of that period were little bet- 
ter than failures, but invariably the arrrival 
of Mr. Farmer, which was generally an- 
nounced by his mounting the stand with a 
song, electrified the audience, a result 
intensified whey he began speak in his 
inimitable style. He was a powerful man 

hysically as well as religiously; in fact, he 
las been regarded as the strongest and most 
active man in the State, This fact made him 
feared by a class of bullies that always in- 
fested his meetings, and several times he was 
compelled to leave sacred desk and 
soundly chastise those who were disturbing 
his meeting, and always with success. 

When the Hon. McKee Dunn, in 1862, made 
the race for Congress in this Congressional 
district, it became necessary to have accom- 
panying him some one who could protect 
him. In Salt Creek Township, this county, 
the Rebel -element there determined that 
Dunn should not make a Union speech, and 
on that day there was congregated a set of 
bullies that were anxious for bloodshed. 
When the excitement became intense and 
trouble was momentarily expected, Mr. 
Farmer aro and in a voice of thunder 
said: “Gentlemen, I am first for my God, 
second for my country, and last for peace, 
but if you desire a fight lam ready for * 

He represented this county in the gls 
lature some forty years ago, and while a 
member created a sensation dy soundly flog- 
ging the Speaker uf the House, Mr. Henley, 
of Clark, who was afterwards in Congress. 
The trouble grew out of the election of How- 
ard to the United States Senate. 

Prior to the Rebellion Mr. Farmer was 
identified with the Democratic party, but at 
the beginning of the War he alli himself 
with the young Republican party, and did 
great service for the Union, notonly in the 
field but also on the stump. His denuncia- 
tion of disunionists and Northern dough- 
faces was most bitter and incisive, and his 
pleas for the preservation of the Union are 
remembered with pride by his friends. 

He was a soldier of the war of 1812, partici- 
pating in the historic battle of New Orleans, 
and his recollection of the ineidents 6f that 
war was clear up to his death.

GENERAL NOTES.

The Baptist mission in Germany reports 
134 churches, 26,656 members, 1,467 stations, 
and 11,813 Sunday-school scholars. The 
churches raised $65,000 last year for church 
purposes. 

The statistical tables of the Lutheran 
Church, just published, show a grand total of 
944,868 communicants, émbraced in fifty-nine 
synods. This Church now ranks third in 
numbers in the United States. 


The International Committee of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association announce that 


the next biennial meeting of the Internation- 
al Convention of these societies will be heid 
in Cleveland, O., from May 25 to 20, 1881. 


The Baptist Year-Book shows a Baptist 
membership of 2,296,327in America, an in- 
crease of 163,208 during the year. The total 
Methodist membership in the same field is 
8,486,000 in the United States, and, including 
Canada, 3.654.601. 


Of the 296 Friends who died in England 
last year, one reached the age of 100 years, 
eleven were between 99 and 100, fifty-five be- 
tween 80 and 90, sixty-five between 70 and 80, 
sixty between 60 and 70; twenty-eight died 
under 5. The average was 58 years 1 month 
and 2 days. 


A recent decision of the Second Congrega- 
tion of Indulgences declares that the cultus 
of the heart of St. Joseph, which has already 
been condemned by Gregory XIV., is unlaw- 
ful; and that, therefore, medals which ex- 
hibited, together with the hearts of Jesus and 
Mary, that of St. Joseph, are prohibited. 


The Brahma Soma, or Theistic Church of 
India, has now 130 churches scattered 
throughout the country, with numbers rang- 
ing from three or four to as many hundred.

000 stated ministers, of whom 23,000 are cler- 
gymen in the Church of England. The com- 
municants number about 5,000,000, and the 
average Sunday attendance at church is 10,-

An example of what may be done in the 
way of Christian union was given in Bir- 
mingham, England, on Sunday, Jan. 16, 
when the pastors of sixty-one churches— 
Congregational, Baptist, Methodist, and 
Presbyterian—exchan pulpits in the even- 
ing. On Tuesday, Jan. 13, a united com- 
munion-service was held, in which ministers 
from these denominations took part. 


The Yearly Uniwersalist Register for 1881 
shows that since 1877 the number of churches 
in that denomination has increased from 656 
to Jg, the membership from 32.947 to 38,048, 
while the value of parish property has 
shrunk from $7,465,495 to $6,267,002, The 
Sunday-school membership has tallen from 
60,757 in 1878 to 58,151, The number of col- 
leges and academies is reduced from 14 to 11.

Architect Egan Favors Arbitration 
with Hinsdale.

The Joint Committee on Public Buildings and 
Service met at 10 o'clock yesterday morning far 
the purpose of further investigating the charges 
contained in Mr. Armstrong’s communication to 
the Board last Monday. 

Mr. Armstrong presented and read the follow- 


ing communicanon: 

To the Joint Committee on Buildings and Serv- 
ice—GENTLEMEN: In view of the peculiar cir- 
cumstances pertaining to the matter of Arm- 
strong and Hinsdule now being investigated by 
your honorable — I trust that my position as 
architect of the buliding will be a sufficient wur- 
rant for the following sugrestions and recom- 
mendations which | would respectfully present 
for your consideration: 

First—That the question of the computation 
of the value of the work done outside of the 
contract, or extra work.“ and aiso the value 
of work omitted from the contract of the Hins- 
dale Doyle Granit * be submitted to the 
decision of tuo experts, who shall be practical 
men engaged in the business of supplying such 
granit work, 

Second—That one of these experts shall be ap- 
pointed by each of the parties to the contract; 
that is to say, one by the Hinsdale-Doyle Granit 
Company and one by your honorable body on 
behalf of the county, with power to callina 
third, whose decision shall be binding on them 
in case of a failure to agree. 

Third—That the report of sucb experts as to the 
value of the work done and work omitted, ex- 
hibiting a balance due on either side—the coun- 
ty or the contractors, as the case may be—sbull be 
considered binding on the parties to the con- 
tract. 

My reason for these suggestions are: That 
from the relauons which have existed between 
Mr. Armstrong and Mr. Hinsdale, it must be ad- 
mitted that any statements made by one party 
against the other are tu be regarded with doubt 
and suspicion. 

Nevertheless, the idea has now been raised, 
and must remain in the minds of many mem- 
bers of your honorable body, and'also to a great 
extent in the public mind, that from the inti- 
mate business relations formeriy existing be- 
tween the parties to this contract, something 
may be wrong, even thougd a majority of your 
body should decide otherwise. 

It is alsb due to myself that I make such rec- 
ommendation in order that my own statements 
made to your honorable body be substantially 
vindicated or be left open to rejection. It is 
evident to me that, even though my statements 
were accepted by a majority, the same feeling 
of doubt and uncertainty must still continue to 
influence a minority of — honorable Board, 
and in a matter involving such large sums of 
money I am not satisfied to rest under that sus- 
picion even on the part of a few, or even one 
member of your honorable Board. 

Finally, the adoption of such a course as 1 
bave indicated will have the great advantage of 
avoiding a long and costly lawsuit by settling 
Mr. Hinsdale's claims,—a matter which is, as you 
are weil aware, a subject of serious difference 
between the firm and myself. 

I would, therefore, pendivg the result of such 
experts’ examination and report, respectfully 
beg leave to withdraw all estimates and certiti- 
cates now under discussion.

STORY OF A BROKEN HEART. 
New York World, 

The officers of the seizure-room in the Cus- 
tom-House have been for several days await- 
ing the return of Mrs. Ray Gordon, a Phila- 
delphia milliner, who arrived in this city by 
the steamer Britannic on Jan. 31. She had 
as baggage two trunks, two boxes, and two 
hand-satchels, which were passed by Officer 
Hays, of the Custom-House squad, aftera 
cursory examination. Inspector Voight no- 
ticed that her hand-satchels weré not 
“chalked,” and insisted upon examining 
them. Finding in them a package of ribbon 
and another of lace, Voight sent the whole 
colleetion of baggage to the seizure-room of 
the Custom-lIlouse. Mrs. Gordon promised 
that.she would come to the Custom-House in 
an hour’s time, and went to Krueger’s Hotel, 
No. 397 West street, to get, as she said, some- 
thing to eat and a short rest. Here she said 
she wanted a room at once. She was 
shown a room, and frightened the porter by 
exclaiming: “Give me a pair of scissors— 
quick.” He declared that he had no scissors, 
and she replied: Well, give me anything 
that will cut.” Afraid that she was about to 
commit suicide, he went down and informed 
the proprietor, who went up himself, and, 
being intormed by the lad that she merely 


- wished to rearrange her dress, lent her the 


scissors. Ih an hour Mrs. Gordon came 
down-stairs, returned the scissors, and went 
to the Custom-House. Here meantime pack- 
ages of lace had been found sewn into the 
linings of dresses or hidden in old shoes. 
On one undergarment 200 yards of edging 
had been basted, and dresses were folded 
lengthwise with pieces of silk and velvet in 
the folds. The following seizures were made: 
108 yards of silk, 162 yards of silk ribbon, 
29 yards of silk lace, 49 yards of piece velvet, 
12 yards of velvet embroidery, 55 yards of 
woolen dress goods, 473 yards of cotton edg- 
ings, 317 yards of cotton lace, 1 lace handker- 
chief, 1 lace shawl, 35 pieces of bead embroid- 
ery, 34¢ yards of lace trimming, and 10 
packages of artificial flowers. Mrs. Gordon 
did not return tothe hotel in West street, 
and as she had earried off the key Mr. Krue- 
ger became anxious, and on Wednesday sent 
for the police ot the Charles Street Precinct. 
Detectives Flanagan and Dilks opened and 
searched the room. Under the mattress of 
the bed they found 1994¢ yards of pink, and 
brown silk, and red, black, bottle-green, pink, 
and blue silk of avery expensive kind, suit- 
able for millinery work, the whole weighing 
thirty pounds. It was.sewn together in such 
away as to form an interior petticoat, and 
the broad lace straps were yet attached which 
had passed over Mrs. Gordon’s shoulders 
and suspended the smuggled goods. The 
goods were taken to the station house, and 
on that same evening an elderly man called 
atthe hotel and asked to be shown to the 
room. He had the key, but on some pretext 
was put off. On the evening following, the 
3d inst., Mrs. Gordon herself came. On 
reaching the room she at once flung back the 
bed clothes, and, finding nothing, sank into 
a chair and cried, ** This breaks my heart!”

: TROY. 


Has Prof. Schliemann Discovered the 


Site of Ancient Troy? 
The Dial. 


The chief purpose of Dr. Schiiemann’s labors 
has been the verification of the Homeric legends 
It was an object worthy of 
the noblest endeavors of his enthusiastic nature. 
Where did the “Sacred Ilios stand? Is Troy a 


concerning Troy. 


myth; or was there really a city where Priam 


ruled, which was conquered, despoiled,and burned 


the Grecian hosts? Was the Ten Years’ War, 
with its mighty deeds of arms, a fiction of the 


poet’s brain? Did Homer invent the scenes, the 
events, the men and women, of the” liiad”’? 


These are the questions which this intrepid ex- 


plorer in the field of classic legend took upon 
himself to answer. He had a profound faith in 
Homer,—an unwavering belief in the reslity of 
his narrative; and the task he undertook was to 


prove the objective correspondence of the little 
corner of land inthe extreme northwestern cor- 
ner of Asia Minor with the poetic descriptions 
of the Iliad.“ and that the Hill ot Hissarlik 1s 
the very place where stood the Holy City,” 
around which was enacted the “Tale of Troy 
Divine.“ 

If the reader will ock at a classical map of the 
country around the Hellespont, be will find in 
Troas a point south of the strait (the actual dis- 
tance is three miles) marked Novum Ilium. On 
modern maps this name will be found changed 
to Hissarlik. For centuries after Homer's time, 
this was the accepted site of Troy. But about 
200 B. C. a writer known as Demetrius of Scep- 
sic challenged the identity of Novum Ilium with 
the ancient Ilios of Homer. His arguments were 
of the flimsiest character; but, unfortunately, 
his views were adopted by Strabo, the geogra- 
pher, whose authority was respected till the end 
of the last century. It is not certain where 
Demetrius and Strabo placed the site, but it is 
supposed to have been ataplace now known 
as Aksbi Kioi (rather more than four miles 
in a direct line southeast of Hissarlik). In 
178%, Lechevalier, a French traveler who had 
made a basty examination of a portion of the 
Troad, t forward claims for a place called 
Bounarbashi as the spot where Troy bad 
stood in the days of its strength and glory. 
Nearly sixty 7 ago an attempt was made 
to revive the identity of Novum Liiam with the 
Homeric Liios, by Maclaren. an English writer. 
Since then scholars have disputed over the con- 
fiicting claims of Novum Hiium and Bounarbashi, 
and there is no saying bow long the controversy 
might have continued had not Schliemann gone 
to work with pickax and spade, and applied the 
sure inductions of archwological science to the 
settlement of the question. He bas spent years 
to laying open the soil at both piaces,and has 
produced incontestable proofs in favor of the 
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place which Greek tradition had associated with 


the story of the liad.” Three feet below the 
surface of the hill at Bounarbashi he struck the 
solid rock, and there were neither ruias nor re- 
mains to show that any city bud ever stood there. 
Mr. Philip Smith has said that the theory of 
Lechevalier is a mere hypothesis, born from the 
fancy of a modern traveler, without the siight- 
est historical or traditional foundation. Tv this 
might be added that not a simgie fact or princi- 
ple of archeology can be quoted in support of 
the Frenchman's ry. 

Dr. Schliemann went to work in a very different 
spirit, and pursued very different methods, from 
any of his predecessors. He organized an ex- 
tensive establishment at Hissarlik, and labored 
with a zeal that knew no bounds. His excava- 
tions extend to a depth of fifty-two and one-baif 
feet from the surface. In penetrating to this 
depth he passed through a series of seven 
strata, differing from each other in many par- 
ticulars. In his opinion, these strata correspond 
to a succession of cities that have arisen one 
above the other through long periods of time. 
The lowest stratum goes back to a_prehistoric 
age which must bave antedated the Trojan war 
by many centuries; the highcst stratum was 
the sight of the Hellenic City of Novum Llium. 
It is the third stratum, thirty-three feet from 
the bottom and ten feet thick, whieh Schiie- 
mann identifies as the Homeric Ilios. Here he 
claims to have tound the ruins of a city which 
answers to all the requirements of the IIiad.“ 
and it is to the substantiation of thie elaim that 
his book is devoted. It would be sheer presump- 
tion to think of summing up in a few lines 
the immense mass of facts and reasoning gath- 
ered in the 800 pages of the work; but we may 
venture to state in the briefest form the princi- 
pal — by which the conclusion is ob- 
tained. 

First— The position of the Hin of Hissarlik 
answers nearly ail the demands of the “ iliad” 
as to the topography and scenery of the sur- 
rounding country,in which the action of the 
poein is represented as taking place. 

Second— structure and arrangement of 
the ruins ot the third stratum which have been 
laid bare correspond to a remarkable extent 
with the descriptions of the poem. 

Third—The place bears the strongest evidence 
of having been destroyed by agreat couflagra- 
tion, and in this respect turnishes peculiar evi- 
dence of its identity witb the city which Homer 
describes as having been given to the flames by 
the victorious Greeks. 

Fourth—The ten treasures of gold and silver 
found in or near the principal house prove the 
city to have been the residence of a powerful 
and wealthy chief.—such an one as Priam is de- 
scribed to be in the poem. These freasures af- 
ford good ground for the epithet City of Gold,“ 
so frequently used. 

Fifth—The archeeological remains of all kinds 
found in such abundance are such as naturally 


belong to the age which can fairly be assigned | 


to this third stratum of the excavations, and * 
| Pe 


correspond with great exactness to the descrip- 
tions of the * Iliad.” 

Sixth—The historical testimony, to which allu- 
sion bas already been mado, is strongly corrob- 
orative of the disclosurs made by the excava- 
tions at Hissarlik. It is not likely that Xerxes 
would have visited Novum Ilium to make liba- 
tions tothe heroes slain in the Trojan war, or 


that Alexander would have come thither to offer , 


sacrifices to Priam when on his way to the East. 
if the traditions which connected Novum Iliu 
with the Troy of Homer had not been wel 
founded and universally believed. 

It is not pretended, of course, that the topog- 
ruph and remains of the third city unearthed 
at Hissarlik correspond in every particular with 
the poem of Homer. It must not be forgotten 
that Homer deals with his matter in the large 
aud imaginative manner of the poet. Still, the 
agreement is much more striking than would be 
suspected; and, taken together, the proposi- 
tions stated above make out an overwhelming 
case in favor of Schllemann's views. As Prof. 
Virchow has well said. It is not lett to our 
choice where we should place Ilium; therefore 
we must have a place which answers to all the 
requirements of the poetry; therefore we are 
compelled to say: Here, upon the fortress- Hill 
of Hissarlik,—here, upon the ruins of the burnt 
City of Gold,—here was Ilium.” 

Closely connected with the problem as to 
where stood are other questions of fuas- 
cinating interest. It is but a step to che in- 
quiry whether the persons and incidents de- 
scribed in the “Iiliad”’ are to be treated as 
myths or regarded as historical facts. There 
is no room for the discussion ‘of this question 
here; but we may be permitted to remark that 
since the publication of Dr. Schliemann's re- 
searches but few scholars of eminence have 
cared to speak of the “Iliad” as nothing more 
than a collection of poetical fletions. Al, in- 
deed, are not willing to follow Mr. Gladstone 
in yielding to Homer an historical authori- 
ty quite equal to that of Herodotus. But 
that the Trojan was was an actual strug- 
gied, some scene of that act of the wuarfare 
between Europe and Asia which made the 
Western coast of Asia forever Greek.“ as Mr. 
Freeman puts it, is a proposition entitled by 
every canon of historicat criticism to unquall- 

acceptance. The traditions woven into 
poetic form by Homer must have rested upon a 
solid basis of fact. 0 to a very 
siderabie extent they no doubt 
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
